McivER STICKS.---1ue Supreme 
Court yesterday delivered the following 
opinion, settling the Battle -Iver case : 


Consider the case as if Ashley had 
not resigned. His terin would have ex 
pired Jaiuary 1, 1878. if his successor 
had been elected and qualified. As his 
successor Was not elected and quali- 
lied, he would have held over. Consti 
tuiion, Article 38, section 1. Upto Jan. 
1, 1873, he would have hicld as_ filling 
his own terim, and after that time as 
holding oyer ior the election and equal- 
lication of his successor. 
As Ashley did resign, and the de- 
teudaut, Melver, was putin his piace ; 
he Was putin bis place to all intents 
anc purposes, and up to January 1, 
1878, fliiled the vacancy caused by 
Ashicy’s resignation, and atter that 
time, as holiing over for the election 
and qualification of his successor. How 
iony he may be entited to hold over. 
or when and how his successor is to be 
‘elected and qualified,” may be beyond 
the purposes of this decision; but it 
would seem that it will be oply until 
the people can elect his successor at the 
next “general election,” to-wit: Aug., 
S74, Article 3, sections land 3, It has 
been suygyvesied, that as term for which 
Mr. Reid was elected was four years, 
trom and atter January 1,1873; and as 
the defendant, Mr. Mclver, is in to fill 
the vacancy caused by Mr. Reid’s fail- 
ure to quaiily; he is in Mr, Reid’s place 
to ali intents and purposes, and is en- 
titled to hold tor the whole four years. 
But the Constitution is express that Mr. 
Meclver shall hold only until the next 
election, “tand the person then chosen 
shalt noid the oflice forthe remainder 
of the unexpired term fixed in the first 
section of the Article,” to-wit: four 
years from Jan. 1, 1873, Article 3, sec- 
tion 13. 
It has been suggested that the Gove- 
nor, instead of appointing Mr. Battle, 
or allowing Mr. Mclver to hold over, 
ougnt to have nominated some one to 
to the Seuate to fill the vacancy on Jan. 
1, 1873. ‘The answer is, that the Gove- 
ior never nominates tothe Senate to fill 
vacancies. He does that alone invalli 
cases. But where ofiicers have to be 
appointed to fill a regular term, then he 
nominates to the Senate, ualess it be an 
officer wao is elected by the people; 
nnd then he never nominates to the 
Senate but fills the vacancy or term by 
his own appointment, [unless there Is 
an officer holding over] until the people 
cun elect as in this case.

‘The penalty 
is the disqualification to hold ofiice ; 
and hence as soom as theCourt found 
W. W. Holden guilty of high crimes 
and misdemeanors in office, there stood 
the pepalty in the organic law already 
imposed on any State officer so convic- 
ted. The question now arises where is the 
pardoning permet We have already 
seen that the only parduning power 
after conviction is vested‘in the Gover- 
nor, and the organic law or Constituticn 
prohibits him trom the use of that 
power in case of impeachment. That 
pardoning power cannot be in the 
Legislature, for the Legislature is sub- 
ject to the Cunstitution, and the Con- 
stitution nowhere’ gives. the, par- 
power after cunviction to the 
Legislature ; and hence, the Legislature 
bas no Constitutional power to remove 
after conviction from any State officer 
the disqualitication to hold office im- 
posed by the Constitution upon convic- 
tion of misdemeanor in office. The 
question still is where does the pardon- 
uy power rest in the case of impeach- 
ment? The answer is fogad in Articie 
1, Section 37, ot the Constitution. The 
avswer is in these words: This 
enumeration of rights shall not be 
construed to impair or deny others, 
retained by the people; and all powers, 
not herein deleygateu, remain with the 
people.

RESOURCES 44 NORTH CARO- 


In a weekly paper called the South, 
published ia New York City, we find 
an editorial in the issue of February 
1st, devoted to the resources of the 
State of North Carolina. 

The article, after paying a compli- 
ment to Col. George Little, the State 
Commisioner of immigration, and the 
North Carolina Land Company, in di- 
recting the tide of Emigration and this 
State, proceeds to give a “few reasons” 
why North Carolina is one of the best 
States “for people to emigrate to.” 

The first reason given-is the spare- 
ness of the population. With a territory 
of greater exten’ than the States of New 
York or Pennsylvania, she has only a 
‘little over one million of inhabitants. 
“Along her eastern borders are large 
‘bodies of the finest timber, easily acces- 
sible to water tranportation, and many 
emigrants from the North are now ope- 
rating profitable in that region. These 
lands cleared and properly drained, are 
as fine for agricultural purposes as any 
in the world.” 

The turpentine trees, “which are 
highly renumerative to those who box 
and dip them,” and the cotton and 
cereal soil of the eastern counties are re- 
ferred to in highly compiimentary terms, 
and their grape-growing qualities are 
especially commended. Speaking of 
the soil in the eastern section of the 
State the South says: 

“ Properly set with scuppernong, 
flowers, mish and other native grapes, 
it produces more than twice the num- 
ber of gallons to the acre that can be

dant yield of grain crops, its clover, 
timothy, orchard grasses, &c., not being 
surpassed. It is also noted tor the 
variety and excellence of its apples and 
grapes, for its fine timber, for its water- 
power, and for its cool Summer climate. 

Tne minerals in the central and wes- 
tern portions of the State come in for 
special notices. Coal, the best iron ores, 
copper ores and gold mines are round 
in several counties, The siiver mines 
in Watauga county,an account of which 
was given several months ayo by a cor- 
respondent of the NEws, are not men- 
tioned. Mica, worth $2.00 per pound, 
is obtained in several of the Western 
counties, and the mica mines in Mitch- 
elland Yancey counties are suid to be 
quite extensive. Corvndum has been 
found in several of the extreme Western 
counties, and crystals of that minesai 
of such Character have been picked up 
“as to encourage the opinion that 
rubies and other valuable sappuires may 
be and found by a proper seaici.”
